I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I96I. 

Deaths  dixring  the  year  numbered  nine  more  than  in  I96O.  Births 
showed  an  increase  of  one  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  the 
deficit  of  Births  in  relation  to  deaths  continued.  There  wore  no 
stillhirths , hut  one  infant  deatlims  recorded.  Once  again,  heart  disease, 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  and  cancer,  in  that  order,  were 
at  the  head  of  the  list  of  causes  of  death. 

The  estiaiated  mid-year  population  for  I96I,  a census  year,  shows 
a fall  of  250.  In  the  inter-censal  period,  deaths  in  the  Borough 
outnumhered  births  by  217.  Thei-e  have  been  other  factors  which  have  had 
aia  adverse  effect  on  population  nuriibers,  all  of  v/hich  amount  to  an  excess  of 
eaiigration  over  immigration,  A decline  of  5>/o  the  population  of  such 
a small  borough  is  a serious  matter.  A reversal  of  the  Tjosition  is  so 
subject  to  social,  economic  and  biological  influences  as  to  appear  to  be 
unlikely  if  present  trends  in  our  mode  of  life  continue. 

An  epidemic  of  measles,  which  affected  the  \7h0le  cointj^,  occurred 
duriig  the  year.  Apart  from  this,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  v/as  lov/.  No  c ases  of  diphtheria  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
occiirred.  Vaccination  agaiist  the  latter  disease  continued,  T/ith  the 
introduction  of  a fourth  booster  injection  for  children  of  primary  school  age. 

In  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough,  progress  continued 
Y/itii  slum  clearance,  R'ork  continued  on  tlie  second  stage  of  the  reconstruction 
of  St.  Leonards  Sewage  t/orks.  A further  increase  in  the  number  of  aniials 
slaughtered  meant  that  meat  inspection  still  called  for  a great  deal  of  work 
on  the  part  of  yo’cr  Public  Heedth  inspector,  much  of  it  out  of  normal  working 
iicurs  and  at  week-ends.  For  the  rest,  the  record  is  one  of  unobtrusive 
attention  to  routine  duties,  the  tick  of  the  clock  that  goes  unnoticed  as 
long  as  it  continues. 

I must  express  my  thanlcs  to  Iv-Ir.Gojj,  Gif  ford,  the  Council's  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  in  all  aspects  of  our  work 
together  end  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  Tine  Council's  other 
departments  have  continued  their  v/illing  help.  I am  grateful  to  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation.

General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  WationalHealth  Service 
Act,  1946,  are  provided  Toy  medical  practitioners  resident  in  tlae  district 
aid  in  adjoiniag  districts,  all  of  whom  xmdertalce  maternity  medical  services, 

Comty  Couicil  Services 

I Health  Department  : The  County  Couicil  is  the  local  health  authority 

for  the  pupioses  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194^ 

and  provides  the  follovring  services  in  the  district

(a)  Midtvlfery  and  Home  Nursing,  Nurse-midv/ives  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  an^  midwifery  cases  in  the  liome, 

(h)  Health  Visiting,  The  nurse  midwives  act  also  as  health  visitors 
aid,  with  special  training  in  the  case  of  the  mother  and  young 
child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health  matters  in  the  home 
or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  nurses, 

(c)  Child  \felfare  Centre,  A Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Launceston,  three  times  each  month, 

(d)  Dental  Clinic,  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston, 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  Facilities  for  vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  immuiisation  against  diphtheria,  whoo^Ding  cough  and 
tetanus  are  provided  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  by  the  supply  of  ^ 
materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Regular  sessions  are  held  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccination, 

(f)  Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a clmrge  being  made 
for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person  concerned. 

(g)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  anbilLances  for  time  conveyance  of 
sick,  accident  aaid  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting  canes 
utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used.  When  appropriate,  some 
such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a voluitary 
organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the  service  is  carried 
out  from  Arabulance  Control,  Bodmin, 
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(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  Ai*ter^care.  A full-time 
tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  such  persons  \ihen 
required  by  tlie  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain 
special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types  of  illness 
by  district  health  visitors  v/hile  laealth  education  is  carried  out 
by  the  County's  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

(j)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Council  has  certain  responsibilities 
in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  raental  ill-health  and 
mental  deficiency,  with  the  provision  of  statutory  supervision, 
etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  community,  and  with  the 
provision  of  after-care  following  treatment  for  mental  illness.

Hospital  Services. 

The  South  v/estem  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hosp)ital  authority 
for  the  area, 

Launceston  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient  facilities 
in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in  Plymouth  and 
elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  adiiitted  to  the  Scott  Isolation 
Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didv/orthy  and  Telaidy 
Sanatoria.  Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St,  La' a^ence ' s 
Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin  and  Moorfields  Hospital,  Ivybridge, Devon. 
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An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  n.s  held  vroekly  at  the  Health  Clinic, 
Launceston,  and  a Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Tavistock  Hosjjital,  The 
Chest  Clinic  is  held  at  Launceston  Hospital. 

Ail  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre-school  clxLldren  is  held 
periodically  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic.  A specialist  Ante-natal 
clinic  is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each  v/eelc. 

Laboratory  Facilities.

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SAInTITARY  CIRCUIvISTMCES  of  the  distptct 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Responsibilj  ty  for  the  iTater  supply  to  the  Borough  passed  trholly 
to  the  East  CorraTall  Water  Board  on  1st  ApiPljl^^l,  Some  assistance  has 
been  given  in  die  form  of  labour  during  scraping  operations,  but  otherwise 
the  organisation  has  functioned  quite  independently. 

The  supply,  which  is  acid  in  character,  emanates  from  an  upland 
surface  source  at  Bray  Dom  on  Bodmin  Moor.  This  is  an  isolated  area  iThich 

is  almost  uninhabited.  At  the  head  works  at  Bray  Down,  which  were  con- 
structed in  I897j  water  is  extracted  from  trwo  separate  sources.  Firstly, 
the  open  moorland  stream,  part  of  Yhlch  may  be  diverted  into  the  head  works 
and  through  the  filter  beds,  and  secondly  a series  of  four  springs  which  have 
been  piped  to  a common  point,  and  enter  tlie  main  at  a junction  below  the  head 
works,  consequently  the  water  from  the  springs  is  unfiltered.  The  water  has 
a pH  varying  from  5 to  5 •5*  Tliis  causes  considerable  corrosion  and  deposit 

in  the  trunk  main  and  scraping  by  water  ferret  is  carried  out  at  intervals. 

The  Y/ater  is  soft,  having  a total  hardness  equivalent  to  calcium  carbonate 
of  20  p.p.m.  and  is,  therefore,  very  suitable  for  washing  and  cooking. 

There  is  more  than  sufficient  Y/ater  on  tlie  gathering  grounds  at 
Bray  Dovn  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  pojpulation  in  Launceston,  During  the 
year  1961,  whilst  minor  restrictions  vfere  iilaced  on  the  use  of  garden  hoses, 
etc.,  it  was  found  unnecessary  to  curtail  the  supply  for  essential  purposes. 

Sixteen  sanples  of  v/ater  iTere  taken  from  the  distribution  system 
by  the  local  authority  throughout  'the  year  and  in  every  case  coliforra  orgauiisms 
were  reported  to  be  absent.  Tvra  samples  were  also  talcen  by  the  local 
authority  before  1st  April  from  the  untreated  intake  at  the  reservoir  and  in 
both  cases  coliforra  organisms  were  reported  to  be  absent.  Reports  received 
from  the  East  Cornwall  YiTater  Board  indicate  that  tv/o  samples  vieve  taken  from 
the  distribution  system  after  1st  April  aiid  both  sanples  T/ere  free  from 
coliforra  organisms.  Copies  of  reports  on  fifteen  samples  of  \7ater  taken  by 
the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  at  the  head  works  at  Bray  Dovn  show  that  in  all 
but  one  sample  coliforra  organisms  were  present,  the  maximum  number  having  been 
reported  in  July,  As  the  water  before  distribution  is  treated  with  chlorine, 
ammaha  and  silicate  of  soda,  and  chlorination  is  calculated  at  a maximum 
constant  and  does  not  vary  v/ith  flow,  adequate  protection  is  ensured.  This 
is  borne  out  by  the  absence  of  coliform  organisms  from  saiaples  talcen  from  the 
distribution  system. 

As  the  moorland  Y/ater  is  liable  to  have  a plumbo-solvent  action,  the 
local  byelaY7S  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  in  service  or  distribution  pipes. 

The  daily  water  consumption  varies  betY/een  190,000  and  2^1.2,000 
gallons.  No  chemical  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year. 
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Out  of  a total  of  1,500  dwellings  Tfith  a popiiLation  of  4^420 
persons,  1,489  dvrellings  and  4338?  persons  are  supplied  with  water  from 
public  \7ater  mains®  No  standpipes  are  used  in  the  Borough, 

A sample  of  water  from  a disused  well,  v/hich  it  was  hoped  to 
bring  into  use  to  augment  the  piped  water  supply,  v/as  reported  as  containing 
900  coliform  organisms  per  100  mil  and  quite  unfit  for  drinlcing,

The  Swimming  Bath  at  the  Coronation  Park  is  the  open  air  type, 
containing  approximately  100,000  gallons  of  water  and  is  filled  from  the 
Borough  supply  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  bath  is  equipped  with  an 
automatic  chlorination  dosing  plant,  and  is  further  treated  by  a circulating  || 

filter,  sulphate  of  alumina  being  added  as  a coagiiLant,  Five  monthly 
samples  were  talcen  during  the  bathing  period  and  all  w ere  reported  as  being 
free  from  coliforrxi  organisms, 

SIT.^MIAGE 

Launcestopd.s  largely  served  by  the  separate  or  dual  system  of 
sev/erage,  that  is  to  say,  rain  or  surface  water  drainage  is  kept  separate 
from  soil  and  waste  drainage,  and  the  tro  are  conveyed  by  separate  sewers 
to  separate  outfalls,  surface  water  to  the  rivers  and  soil  vj’ater  to  the 
disposal  works.  At  present,  l60  dv/ellings  are  not  connected  to  the  main 
sev/erage  system,  as  the  very  hilly  nature  of  the  area  has  made  sewerage  a 
major  problem,  and  these  l60  d'wellings  are  almost  entirely  served  by  septic 
tanlcs.  Investigations,  begun  in  I96O,  are  being  continued  on  tine  main  foul 
sev/'erage  system  in  an  effort  to  eliiinate  the  entry  of  surface  water  viich 
is  causing  surcharging  of  these  sewers, 

Scarne  Sev/age  Y/orks,  v/hichviras  built  during  tine  \7ar  by  tine  Army  f 

Authorities,  v/as  reconstructed  during  1959  and  caiiB  into  use  early  in  I96O, 

A deterioration  in  the  quality  of  the  effluent  was  noted  in  samples  taken 
during  1961,  Of  five  samples  taken  one  only  reached  the  required  standard. 
Investigations  were  carried  out  and  are  continuing,  but  it  is  thought  that 
trade  effluents  being  received  into  this  sev/age  works  are  responsible  for  the 
deteriorating  condition.  YYork  on  the  second  stage  of  the  reconstruction  of 
St,  Leonard' s Sewage  TYorks  continued  throughout  the  year,  but  satisfactory 
progress  Y/as  not  maintained  by  the  Contractor  in  the  closing  months  of  the 
year.  Investigation  and  sampling  of  the  slaughterhouse  v/aste  Y/hich  the 
reconstructed  TOrks  Y/ill  be  c ailed  upon  to  deal  Y/ith  Y/ere  continued  during 
the  year. 


DISINFECTION 


Ciirrent  and  terminal  disinfection  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid 
disinfectants  is  carried  out  'idaen  infectious  disease  is  notified. 


DISIKFESIATION 


Disiiifestation  -of  premises  is  carried  out  'when  reqiaired.  A 
policy  of  prevention  of  infestation  by  the  cluster  fly  rather  tlian 
elimination  after  the  infestation  1ms  occurred  was  followed  during  I960, 

It  had  been  found  in  previous  years  that  the  cluster  fly  returns  to  the 
same  house  year*  after  year  and  breeds  in  thousands  in  the  roof  space  duriiig 
the  summer  months.  These  roof  spares  were,  therefore,  treated  with  a very 
Siaall  quantity  of  residual  fumigant  before  summer  commenced  and  at  monthly 
intervals  during  the  height  of  summer.  The  result  during  I96I  was  that  no 
house  previously  infested  had  any  trouble  whatever.  One  very  heavy 
infestation  of  an  external  water  gravity  tank  was  dealt  vdLth  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  Several  heavy  infestations  by  ants  of  hospital 
kitchens  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Complete  disinfestation  of  one 
house  was  carried  out  for  flea  infestation, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

Bi-weelcly  collections  are  made  of  household  refuse  and  weekly 
collections  made  of  refuse  and  salvage  from  trade  premises.  Thirty  two 
tons,  one  hundredv/eight , three  quarters  of  wastepaper  were  sold  during  the

Cysticercus  Bo vis 

There  were  foiur  cases  of  infestation  by  Cysticercus  Bovis  detected  during 
1961,  as  against  six  in  I96O.  This  parasite,  the  developmental  stage  of  the 
human  tapeiTom,  v/as  found  in  three  steers  and  one  heifer,  Tliis  gives  an 
incidence  of  representing  a decrease  of  0,037o  over  the  I96O  figure  of 

0.12^^. 

Affected  carcases  are  totally  condemned  if  the  condition  is  generalised, 
Otherv/ise  they  are  treated  by  three  weeks  refrigeration  at  a temperature  not 
exceeding  20  degrees  Fahrenheit,  In  all  cases  detected  during  the  year,  the 
lesion  \ra.s  in  the  head  or  in  the  heart,  and  no  cysts  were  found  in  the 
carcases.  The  organ  or  part  affected  is  always  condemned. 
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The  carcases  of  five  andjuals  were  sent  to  Launceston  from  other  areas 
for  refrigeration  following  the  finding  in  them  of  localised  Cysticercosis 
Bovis.  Careful  supervision  y/ as  maintained  to  ensure  that  the  required 
detention  period  Yras  observed* 

Tuberculosis 


The  success  of  the  Tuberculosis  (Cornv/all  and  ?ifest  Devon)  Eradication 
Area  Order,  1959j  in  reducing  bovine  tuberculosis  can  only  be  appreciated 
when  it  is  realised  that  in  1938 3 there  were  473  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis 
detected  in  the  Borough*  in  1961,  only  I4  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  vrere 
detected,  i,7hich  means  that  the  disease  has  been  virtually  eradicated  from 
cattle*  In  this  connection,  the  routine  procedure  now  is  to  notify  the 
Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  cases  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  detected  during  meat  inspection,  giving  particulars  of  their  place 
of  origin.  The  Ministry  then  carry  out  tuberculin  testing  of  all  animals  on 
the  affected  farm  and  arrange  for  thj3  immediate  slaughter  of  any  reactors. 

This  course  of  action  -was  followed  in  9 of  the  I4  cases  reported,  the  remaining 
5 being  reacting  cattle  sent  for  slaughter  by  the  Ministry, 

The  eradication  scheme  has  not  yet  been  directed  to  tuberculosis  in 
pigs  and,  even  though  the  jncidence  ‘was  reduced  from  2,06^  in  I96O  to  1.64% 
in  1961,  this  still  means  that  238  pigs  v/ere  detected  on  slaughter  as  being 
affected  Ywlth  tubercuilosis. 

Slaughtering  Licences 

Tv7enty-nine  licences  to  slaughter  annuals  v/ere  granted  duriiig  the  year.

The  infectious  diseases  vdaich  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  Smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  mambranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  typhus  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plagne, poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis,  malaria,  dysentery,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatonjm,  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  whooping 
cough,  measles,  acute  encephalitis,  meningococcal  infection,  anthrax  and 
food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  III. 

Smallpox.  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  viiich 
52  primary  vaccinations  and  3 re  vaccinations  were  carried  out, 

Diphtheriao  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Seventy- five  children  received  a complete  c oinrse  of  iniaunisation 
against  diphtheria  during  the  year,  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  almost  all  cases. 

Measles.  An  outbrealc  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year,  pa.rt  of  an 
epidemic  involving  the  viiole  county,  IO3  cases  vrere  notified,  the  peak 
occinrring  in  the  month  of  JiELy.  As  far  as  is  kno'vm,  the  infection  v;-as 
of  a mild  character. 

Whooping  Cough.  Nine  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  tliis 
disease. 

Poliomyelitis . No  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  dijring  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued,  243  persons  receiving  a 
course  of  two  injections,  Siixje  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  in  1956 
a total,  of  1410  persons  in  the  Borough  had  received  the  primary  coLirse  of 
vaccination  and,  of  these,  II65  had  also  had  their  third  injection. 

During  the  year,  a fourth  booster  injection  v/as  introduced  for 
children  in  the  age-group  5-12  years.  The  majority  of  these  children 
had  received  this  injection  before  the  beginning  of  tlie  summer  holidays, 

A shortage  of  vaccine  which  occurred  later  ii  the  year  led  to  a temporary 
discontinuation  of  Ihese  fourth  injections,  the  available  vaccine  beiig 
reserved  for  the  completion  of  courses  of  vaccination  alreadi^  started.

No  action  -was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925 > in  c onnection  Y/ith  persons 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tubercilLosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or 
under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^,  which  deals  Y'd-th  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  froim  tuberciiLosis . 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of  spread 
of  the  disease  and  after-care  of  the  patient. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician  (Dr. 
Mellor)  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Launceston  Hospital,  The  County  Council 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  attends  the  Clinic,  folloY>rs  up  the  patients 
in  their  homes,  traces  contacts  and  source^f  infection  and  thus  acting  as 
a most  valuable  and  essential  "liaison  officer"  bebiTeen  the  curative  and 
preventive  services,  bridges  a most  alarming  administrative  gap.  All 
susceptible  contacts  of  known  cases  in  the  Borough  are  offered  B.C.G. 
vaccination  and  the  majority  avail  themselves  of  this  method  of  protection. 

The  County  Council's  scherae  for  BoC,G<,  vaccination  of  susceptible 
school  leavers  wus  continued  during  the  year,  again  with  an  excellent 
response. 


OTHER  DISEASES 


Cancer  of  the  Lung,  During  I96I,  one  female  death  from  c ancer  of  the  lung 
was  recorded  out  of  a total  of  11  cancer  deaths.  Since  1949?  there  have  been 
58  male  and  83  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer.  Of  these,  8 male  and 
5 female  deaths  have  been  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  recent  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  smoking  and  lung 
cancer  has  amply  confirraed  the  previous  findings  on  the  subject.  The  publicity 
given  to  this  repoirt  on  its  publication  produced  a considerable  impact,  and  there 
can  no'.y  be  few  members  of  the  adult  public  who  can  be  ignorant  of  the  connection 
bet’.veen  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung.
